ty with farmland and newer urban homes receiving a 40% 
mke and older homes being raised 25%, Assessor Fritz 
Meyer rep orted. 
The p r e s e n t assessment

“We are trying to arrive 
at an assessed p ercentage 
that is as close to the 35% 
statutory requirement as p os­ 
sible,” Meyer said. 
He said the county’s sales- 
assessment ratio study indi­ 
cated that the p rop erty in the 
newer additions — that is, 
those being built within the 
last 12 years — were under­ 
assessed. This classification, 
along with farmland, received 
the highest boost of 40%. 
Hiked Only 25% 
Meyer said the study indi­ 
cated that p rop erties older 
than 12 years needed to be 
hiked only 2 S %. 
A second reason given for 
the valuation raise 
was 
to 
give Lancaster County tax­ 
p ayers a chance to iqip eal the 
valuation hike. 
“ What recourse would a 
homeowner hav e if the State 
Board of Equalisation raised 
his property v alues?” Mey er 
asked. If the state board in­ 
creases the v alue of Laacas- 
ter County real estMe, tiie 
tax pay er loses his right to ap­ 
peal, he said. 
“1 think this is the first 
time that Lancaster County 
has ever made an attemp t to 
do this through the assessor’s 
office,” Meyer said.

Chicago (^ E xtra a l a r m 
fires attacked three big State 
St. dep artment stores within 
a sp an of three hours Friday 
and an arson investigation 
was begun immediately. 
There were no injuries re­ 
p orted immediately. 
The stores in order in which 
the fire alarms were turned 
in are Carson Pirie Scott & 
Co. on the southeast comer 
of State 
and 
M ad i s o n 
s t r e e t s , often called the 
world’s busiest corner; Mont­ 
gomery Ward and Co. on tbe 
northwest corner of State 
and 
Adams street, 
tw o 
blocks south of Carsons, and 
the Wleboldt store on th e 
northeast corner of State and 
Madison. 
Firemen rep orted three sep ­ 
arate fires in the Carson 
building. 
At Carsons, where the blaze 
was brought under c on t r ol 
shortly before noon, water was 
knee deep on the ground floor. 
Damage to Carsons and 
Wards was sizable although 
no dollar estimates 
w e r e 
available immediately. The 
Wieboldt fire was in a stock­ 
room and extinguished quick­ 
ly. 
Police rushed its c an i n e 
corps — police dogs trained 
for crowd handling — as a 
possible 
safeguard 
against 
looting during the fires and 
congested conditions t h e y 
caused. 
Fire Commistioner Robert 
Quinn called the Carson blaze 
“one of the worst downtown 
fires I ever have seen.” 
One fireman, p ossibly suf­ 
fering f r om smoke, was 
broui^t on a stretcher from 
the Carson building.

Washington — The Senate 
Friday rejected a move to 
exemp t Great Society p ro­ 
grams from a p rop osed $6 
billion cut in federal sp end­ 
ing that is p ackaged in a leg­ 
islative bundle with a $12 bil­ 
lion tax increase. 
Defeated, 55-22, was a pro­ 
posal by Sen. J acob J av lts, 
R.N.Y., to protect $7 J billion 
worth of education, antipov ­ 
erty , housing and manpower 
training programs 
f r o m 
spending cuts. 
By a 62-17 vote, senators 
also rejected a move by Sen. 
Josep h Clark, D-Pa., to re­ 
quire SMnding cuts in for­ 
eign military aid, the sp ace 
p rogram and in the $79 bil­ 
lion Defense Dep t, budget. 
A n u m b e r of election- 
minded senators left Washing­ 
ton Friday eliminating hop es 
for firjil action on the biU 
this weekend. 
The much-amended bill, 
which encompasses a wide 
v ariety of le^sation; w as 
amended again Friday when 
the Senate approv ed a pro­ 
posed tax Iweak to help fi­ 
nance national political con­ 
v entions. 
The amendment, sp onsored 
by Senate Rep ublican leader 
Everett Dirksen, would p ermit 
local merchants in Miami and 
Chicago a tax deduction f or 
advertisements in the Rep ub­ 
lican and Democratic conven­ 
tion p rograms. 
The measure would require 
that money raised fro m p ro­ 
gram advertisements be used 
to defray convention costs. 
T h e Dirksen amendment 
thus became p art of the ex­ 
cise tax p ackage which is be­ 
coming the p rime vehicle for 
President Johnson’s 1 o n g- 
stalled 10% tax surcharge. 
The bill would also ’‘freeze” 
his $186 billion budget for fis­ 
cal 1969 at $180 billion.

Memp his, Tenn. (UPI) — 
Police and national g u a r d 
tactical squads sealed off shat­ 
tered Beale St. Friday a n d 
held off looters in the Negro 
districts of the embattled city. 
Snip ers fired on a squad car 
near the Mississip p i River Fri­ 
day morning. No one was hit 
but the car was p unctured. 
“ We are at war in Mem­ 
phis,” reported fire-poUce di­ 
rector Frank Holloman. A 16- 
y ear-oM Negro tooter w a t 
slain, 62 persons were injured 
~three by gunfire—and 300 ar­ 
rested Thursday . Arsonists set 
fire to nearly 50 buildings, po­ 
lice said. 
As the sun rose the fire­ 
bombs dwindled off but van­ 
dalism and looting continued, 
p olice said. At a liquor store 
p lagued by looters, an officer 
said “The owners are there 
but the p eop le keep ganging 
up and running over them 
when the p olice leave.” 
In an exclusive white neigh­ 
borhood 10 miles from the ri­ 
oting, a 15-foot cross w as 
burned on a vacant lot early 
Friday. Negro schools rep ort­ 


ed very light attendance, p o­ 
lice said. 
Another March? 
Civil rights sp okesmen led 
by Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
said Negro sanitation work­ 
ers, w h os e seven-week-old 
strike is the issue that flared

Bonnett rep orted from Jor­ 
dan’s cap ital of Amman, that 
authorities said the a 11 a c k 
was timed to underscore a 
new U.S.-Jordan arms agree­ 
ment that will add 15 F104 
Starfighters to King Hus­ 
sein’s air force. 
Army communiques broad­ 
cast by Amman radio made 
no mention of hand-to-hand 
fighting such as that e i g h t 
days ago when Israeli troop s, 
15,0(X) strong by Arab esti­ 
mate, invaded Jordan to wi;)e 
out terrorist staging bases. 
There was no immediate re­ 
p ort of casualties from either 
side. 
A guerrilla mine blast that 
killed four Israelis and wound­ 
ed an American volunteer 
p receded the Jordanian ma­ 
chine gun and artillery attacks 
that led to the Jet raid, the 
Israelis said.

Officials said Thursday the 
fate of the Air Force FlllA 
and its two crewmen, listed 
as “overdue on a mission in 
Southeast Asia,” was uncer­ 
tain, but their worst fear ap­ 
peared to be confirmed Fri­ 
day .

mend chang es to the Leg islature.

Such a commission, as sug g ested by 
Chairman Elvin Adamson of a leg islative 
study committee looking into the subject, 
could p erform virtually as an official con­ 
vention of duly elected deleg ates would 
p erform, as far as its study of constitution­ 
al needs are concerned.

There would be two imp ortant distinctions 
from a constitutional convention: 
(1) the 
make-up of the commission p resumably would 
be determined by the Leg islature rather than 
by the voters and (2) the commission would 
not have final authority as to what constitu­ 
tional chang es would be submitted to the 
voters; this authority would remain with the 
Leg islature. 
These deficiencies are serious enoug h to 
make a constitutional convention much th e 
p referable alternative.

The dang er about the chang eover of the 
American commander in Vietnam is that it 
will be reg arded as a solution rather than as 
a p hase of a search. There remains, more 
than ever, the question of how to find a strat­ 
eg y that will fit both the mil­ 
itary and the p eace objectives 
in Vietnam and a commander 
resourceful enoug h to carry it 
out in his own way . 
The trouble with 
Gen. 
William Westmoreland was 
not the g eneral himself but the 
strateg y of attrition-by casual­ 
ties that he was using and to 
which he seemed indissolubly 
Lemw 
wed. A number of p eop le, my self included, 
have in the p ast reminded the President, who 
admires Lincoln’s conduct of the Civil War, that 
Lincoln not only rethoug ht strateg ies that failed 
but sacked g enerals who failed. President 
Johnson has finally sacked the g eneral.

p roblem now‘is to rethink the strateg y while 
reviewing the available commanders.

Lincoln was himself cap able of massive 
blunders of judg ment in his search for a com­ 
mander. One of the worst was a mediocrity 
called Gen. Ambrose Burnside who not only 
suffered from an inferiority comp lex but was 
actually inferior. 
The fifth was a man who seemed the ex act 
op p osite of Burnside — Gen. “Fig hting Joe” 
Hooker, who was handsome, dashing and 
seemed cocksure of his ability to smash Rob­ 
ert E. Lee’s army and deliver Richmond to 
Lincoln in a p ackag e all tied up with ribbons.

He did well a t the ita rt, but a t the crunch 
he ia iled to fo llo w up with the fina l blo w 


tha t co uld ha v e destro y ed Lee. Linco ln still 
ha d no o ne with a ca pa city fo r decisiv eness.

He found him finally , of course, in Grant, 
who had at once tenacity and shrewdness, 
vig ilance and boldness. (The irony of Grant 
was that the man who disp lay ed these quali­ 
ties in military command should h a v e 
lacked them so miserably later in the White 
House.) 
Lincoln’s search was over, he could relax 
his unflag g ing p ersonal conduct of the war. 
He still needed a victory , however, to escap e 
his own p olitical disaster in the 1864 election.

In early Sep ­ 
tember came the fall of Atlanta and with it 
both the Presidency and the Union were saved.

The lesson to be drawn from this is not 
necessarily the one that Ly ndon Johnson draws.

Actually it was not Grant nor Sherman 
who saved the Union cause, but the Emanci­ 
p ation Proclamation—an act of p olitical and 
p sy cholog ical warfare that g ave a new my s­ 
tical fig hting faith to the men under Grant 
and Sherman which they had lacked before.

straight to slam. 
Declarer won the spade 
opening, ruffed a spade and 


crashed three r o u n d s of 
trumps. Disaster. The 4 -2 
break meant South not only 
had to lose a trump trick, 
which he could afford, but 
a couple of spades as well. 
It is seldom wise to jump- 
raise responder’s suit with 
less than four-card support. 
On North’s hand, a second- 
round two diamond bid, in­ 
dicating a fiv e-card club suit 
as well as a powerful hand, 
would lead smoothly to a 
club slam. 
At that. South did not play 
his six heart contract the 
best way . Once he had ruffed 
a spade at the second trick, 
he was dead. 
Instead, he should imme­ 
diately play a low trump 
from each hand. Later he 
gets a spade ruff, 
w h i l e 
keeping complete control. 
Ex tra Trick: When play ­ 
ing a 4 -3 trump fit, consid­ 
er whether y ou can afford 
to duck the first round of 
trumps.

C. Russell Mattson of Lin­ 
coln said adoption of the re­ 
port could lead to ex clusion 
of the news media and gener- 
aj public from certain “inter­ 
mediary” actions in t r i a 1 s, 
such as motions to suppress 
evidence a nd court discus­ 
sions of legal points where­ 
at jury is removed from t h e 
courtroom. 
The news media co uld be 
e^^cludcd fro m such discus­ 
sio ns at the defendant's re­ 
quest, Mattso n said, but it 
wo uld beco me a matter o f 
public reco rd and av ailable 
to the news media after t h e 
trial.

The fires o f unemplo y ment 
and under emplo y ment—25% 
in Omaha—dilapidated, deter­ 
io rated and clo sed ho using, 
an educatio n sy stem b o t h 
Catho lic and public that simp­ 
ly do esn’t meet the needs o f 
the children inv o lv ed, insuffi­ 
cient health and welfare ac­ 
co mmo datio ns, impro per en­ 
fo rcement 
o f 
laws 
mix ed 
with petty po lice harassment 
and no t to mentio n petty po ­ 
lice brutality —by this I mean 
the po lice take 
pay o ffs o n 
gambling, liquo r and pro stitu­ 
tio n while at the same time 
use impro per language and 
denial o f rights, especially o f 
y o ung peo ple,

B y United Preis Intenwtkmal 
B e t t e r government de­ 
mands the free flow of in­ 
formation f r o m pub lic offi­ 
cials to the people, a woman’s 
poUtical club was told Friday. 
At a meeting of the Ck)m- 
b usker Repub lican Club , a 
panel composed of State Sen. 
Richard D. Marvel; Neale 
Copple, head of the Univer­ 
sity of Neb raska Journalism 
School; and Gilb ert M. Sav- 
ery, news editor of The Lin­ 
coln Journal, discussed the 
prob lem of government and 
the “credib ility gap.” 
Marvel laid too many pub ­ 
lic officials b elieve society’s 
woes can b e solved through 
larger expenditures. He also 
said they try to justiiy this 
position with simple answers 
to complex prob lems. 
“I’m a little fed up with the 
simple answers,” he said. 
“Neb raskans ha ve learned 
over the years to adapt them 
selves to the prob lems and 
they can do so today if they 
are provided with the right 
information.” 
Savery said pub lic officials 
have a responsib ility to in­ 
form the people of the com­ 
plexities Involved in govern­ 
ment. 
The American people, he 
said, have b een the victim 
of instances “where our lead­ 
ers have told us one thing at 
the b eginning of an issue 
which later proved to b e un­ 
true.” 
Copple said another reason 
for the “credlb tUty gap” in 
government is increase rell- 
ance on the press secretary 
and pab llc relations man. 
“I ob ject violently to that,” 
he said. “I realize it is not 
easy b eing a pub lic official, 
that his time is scarce. But 
he must make every effort to 
keep the channels of commun 
cation open directly to the 
press.”

Chicago (UPD-The North 
Central Assn. (NCA) has re­ 
fused to re-accredit Parsons 
College of Fairfield, Iowa, 
leaving the troub led school 
without accreditation for at 
least another year. 
However, the executive 
committee of the NCA did 
recommend the school b e ex­ 
tended candidacy for mem­ 
b ership, which acting Par­ 
sons President Dr. Wayne 
Stamper said “means we are 
one step away from full ac­ 
creditation.” 
Stamper said the extension 
of candidacy for memb ership 
m e a n s Parsons studenty 
would b e eligib le for GI Bill 
b enefits and that government 
programs now would b e avail­ 
ab le to the school.

PammiALS: Here we find many of the old-fashioned plonts that have been grown for 


many, mony yeora ond still grace the flower beds with plants that will come bo^ ec^ 
year and produce bloom from early spring until foil. Perenniols are either spring-flower­ 
ing, sumnwr-flowering or fall flowering, and 1^ using the right combinotion, one con 
get a continual sequence of bloom throughout the season. In a perennial bed, I think 


the addition of annuals is very important to l^ p the full bed in blown ^ru^out the 
season. For instance, if one has a group of columbines, annuols can be pkmM m kite 
spring to give this portion of the garden a blooming period into the summer. Remember 


to plant your perenniols in groups. This becomes much more effective than rows or 


single plonts.
